Osr. of tiik CoX'iKqt'KNt'is. — We learn from an 
estimate pu! dished in the Gallatin (Tenn.) Exam- 
iner that the aggregate value of property in Sum- 
ner county has advanced from $4,40.'>,354 to «f«G,« 
837,095 since the commencement of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad. This is an increase of near- 
ly Jr2,500,000 in the value of property in one county 
upon the line of this road, and is mainly attributed 
to the construction of the road. There is no doubt 
that a similar appreciation of property has taken 
place in every county through which the road is 
located. All this increase U in advance of the com- 
pletion of the work and may he considered as only 
a foreshadowing of the vast addition to the wealth of 
these counties which will he realized when the work 
is finished. The increase in the value of property 
on the line of a railroad will in almost every in- 
stance amount to many times the whole cost of the 
road. This fact in itself furnishes one of the strong- 
est arguments that can be adduced in favor of the 
extension of State aid to internal improvements. 
The State of Kentucky cannot possibly make a bet- 
ter investment than by giving such aid as will induce 
the construction of all the great lines of railway 
projected within her limits. The increased value 
thus given to her taxable property will add im- 
mensely to her resources and will tend more certainly 
than anything else to reduce the rate of taxes.

LATER FROM CALIFORNIA. 

Summary of the Fortnight's News. — The. 
weather, upon which California is so dependent for 
her prosperity, has been during the past fortnight of 
tha most fav orai.le kiud, both for the mining and 
agricultural interests. 

Tbe news of the passage of the Wagon Road Bill 
has been received by our people with great satisfac- 
tion. 

Henry Bates, our late State Treasurer, having 
proved a defaulter, to the amount of $124,000, h;is 
since been inij.0 ii iied. tried, and convicted of tiie 
offense, und declared incompetent to ever again 
hold any office of honor, trust, or profit in this State. 
He has also be -n indicied and is to be proceeded 
IgfffcMt criminally. Rowe, his accomplice, still re- 
mains in p' ison. 

Comptroller Whitman has also l>een impeached 
for malfeasance, but has not yet had bis trial. 

It is not to tie denied, our finances are in a state 
of embarrassment and confusion, which may lead 
to a temporary non-fulfillment of our ■oBnltionii, 
but that we shall eventually, and we mav aill .-pet .1- 
ily, redeem every dollar of our indebtedness faith- 
fully to the letter, no |>ersou acquainted with the 
public sentiment of our people on this point, can for 
a moment doubt. 

Since the summiry executions of the robbers at 
Los Angelos yreat q ;iet has prevailed in that quar- 
ter, and the most happy effects u re likilv to result 
from the-e severe but well timed acts of retribution.

The return of the steamer Golden Gate, of the P. 
M. S. S. Co. line, disabled by having struck on a 
rock this afternoon, enables me to give your readers 
some account of the burning of Calvary Presbvte- 
nan Church, Rev. Dr. W. A. Scott, pastor. 

The building is of brick, iron shutter, &c, origin- 
ally costing aimut 445,000. 

1'he torch of the incendiary was beyond any doubt 
applied by the hand of some" villian about dtisk last 
evening. 

The building was insured in the Imperial Fire In- 
surance Co. of LmsQjub, far tha tu of 920,000. The 
estimated loss is from $10,000 to $15,000.

These 
together had given a strength to the "mUAj P*»- 
er" that had proved irresistible. The lecturer gave 
bis hearers some rather startluig statistics of the li- 
quor traffic in Paris. He said there were now stored 
in the town about rfx thousand barrels of whisky, 
h<dd on speculation, and that there was as much 
more to be delivered in the course of the spring and 
summer. That a distillery was now in course of 
erection, within the town limits, which would cost 
$50,000. That there were three or four licensed 
• drinking establishments, and at least twelve places 
where liquor of the vilest description was retailed to 
black and white; beside sundry btores, groceries, 
and drug-stores, where the best article can be hud. 
He mpposed that the present bLh price of whisk} 
would not long 1* maintained. That the specula- 
tions in which so many arc interested, would, be- 
fore a great while, cease to 1* profitable. 

Ock East India Sv!L\u>ros.— The reinforcement 
which is fitting out, as we learn, for our n-a al force 
in the China Seas, w ill cou>ist of some of the most 
powerful ships in the world. Amongst others, the 
fiigate Minnesota, one of the six new steamers, has 
been designated. In view of the importance and 
distant theatre of the service, says the National In- 
telligencer, we cannot hut express our pleasure at 
this selection of tha Minnesota, because the noble 
ship herself and her substantial machinery wer» 
built at tiie Wm hington X ivy Yard. In this fact 
we have a guarantee that, when the Minnesota goes 
to sea, we shall uot hear the almost invariable stoiv 
of broken maehin ry or of the ship having put bath 
or into some port to repair damage. The immense 
battery of the Colorado, another of the new steam-

One projected banking concern has chea'td 
its dupes to the amount of seventy thousand dol- 
lars without taking the first step toward commencing 
bu-iness; another has closed up after sinking its en- 
tire capital of a million and a quarter; a steamship 
company had been defrauded of a quarter of a mil 
lion; and an Au»ralia agricultural company has 
squandered two millions of dollars and seven thou- 
sand acres of land, the shareholders, meanwhile, 
being kept in profound ignorance of the condition of 
its affairs.

Visit of the Presbytery ok Louisville to the 
Orphans' Home.
